States, Russia proper and Austria- 
Hungary are now seriously threatened 
by the rapid growth of their own re- 
quirements conBequent on the natural 
Increase of the population, while In 
Norway the reaping of the Umber crop 
has been so wasteful as to bring ex- 
haustion within measurable distance. 
Tbe resources of Finland are still 
large, as are also those of Sweden,
